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Per McCanne (US 2006/0010653) discloses per [0021] discloses unicasting and multicasting, discloses "With multicasting, a content 
server transmits the data stream as a single stream of packets addressed to a "multicast group" instead of sending individual copies of the 
stream to individual unicast addresses. While a client normally receives only packets addressed to that client's unicast address, a client 
interested in the multicasted stream can "tune in" to the broadcast by subscribing to the multicast group. In IGMP (the Internet Group 
Management Protocol), the client subscribes to an "IP Multicast" group by signaling to the nearest router with subscription information." 
The nearest router is interpreted by the examiner as a client side computer, and the client is at the user terminal , and both are on the 
same network.
